BEN SOURI, elder. of the two 

Palestinian youths charged with 
the murder of Lord Moyne, was 
yesterday charged with premeditated 
murder, as well as complicity in the 
murder. At» yesterday’s hearing 
the prosecution claimed that Ben 
Sour! came to Egypt specially to kill 
Lord Moyne, and stood between the 
driver of the car and Lord Moyne 
to enable his confederate, Hakim, to 
kill the British Minister. 

The defence hold that Hakim was 
not much over seventeen when the 
crime was committed, and that the 
Court should take this into con- 
sideration, since Egyptian law does 
not allow the infliction of the death 
penalty below the age of seventeen.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT, .in a 
message to General Plastiras, 
the Greek Prime Minister, stated 
yesterday, says Reuter: “This 
Government, in collaboration with 
our Allies, stands ready to assist 
wherever practicable in the re- 
habilitation of your long-suffering 
nation.” i 
“I have been reassured by your 
recent statements that the cessation 
of hostilities will not be followed by 
reprisals, but will be the prelude,” 
the President added, “to early de- 
cisions by means of free democratic 
processes on the vexed questions 
which led to the civil strife.” 
Stephen Barber, Associated Press 
war correspondent at Athens, cabled 
last night that Premier Plastiras’ 
policy towards the E.L.A.S. was

Marshal Stalin’s armies are now 


. driving west on a 125-mile front 


towards the German border, 
Reuter’s special correspondent cables 
from Moscow. 

Marshal Zhukov has driven 37 
miles deep into the German de- 
fence lines on a 74-mile front, and, 
with Koniev’s offensive to the south, 
the Red Army striking front now 
stretches from south of Warsaw to 
just north of Cracow. 

By reaching Radom and Grojec 
the Red Army has again cut the 

reat Marshal Pilsudski motor road 
rom Warsaw to Cracow, already 
severed to the south at Kielce. This 
is a serious blow to the German 
High Command in any bid to shift 
strategic reserves to and from 
Koniev’s front to Zhukov’s. 

Radom, 33-miles west of the point 
from which Zhukov appears to have 
launched his offensive, is a junction 
of routes, and stands on the great 
Pilsudski motor highway running 
south-west of Cracow. Grojec is 60 
miles from Lodz. 


MAIN THRUSTS 


Marshal Koniev is developing his 
offensive in three main thrusts, 
Reuter’s correspondent states. The 
northern spearhead, advancing from 
Kielce, has cut the Cracow-Warsaw 
railway, and is aiming apparently 
at Czestochowa, big German base 
15 miles from the German frontier; 
lhe is also driving towards the 
factory towns of the Silesian 
“Ruhr country,” now. less than 5Ú 
miles ahead; the southern thrust is 
threatening Cracow. Koniev has 
broadened the front between the 
northern and southern spearheads 
to more than 50 miles, and has re- 
pelled all German counter-attacks.

“ This is only the beginning of the 
new mighty assault from the East. 
There will be further offensives 
reaching from the Carpathians to 
the Baltic. In this winter battle the 
German army will be destroyed.”

Culonel von Alberg, Military 
Correspondent of the German Over- 
seas News Agency, wrote: “ The 
entire East front is violently aflame 
with battle. The sudden way in 
which the Russian effensives stabbed 
forward one after the other came as 
a surprise. The Russian concentra- 
tions were known. It was the speed 
with which the huge offensive from 
the Baranov bridgehead was 
followed by a series Of offensive 
thrusts from numerous other centres 
that was unexpected.” : 

Colonel von. Hammer, the Ger- 
man commentator, said: “ The 
huge struggle S.W. of the Lysa 
Gora Mountains (N.E. of Kielce) 
has now’ spread into several big 
battles. German losses are con- 
siderable, but those of the Russians 
are at least eight times as great.” 
Von Hammer also announced 
“another new Russian offensive ”

Fifth Army Front 
Again Snowbound 

Over twelve inches of snow have 
fallen in 24 hours on the Fifth Army 
Front, making even patrolling very 
difficult, states a Reuter message 
from Allied Italian H.Q. © Optra- 
tions are almost at a standstill, 
except for artillery, mortar and 
machine-gun fire. ere has been 
increased German fire in the Central 
Apennine sector. The Eighth Army 
front has no change to report, apart 
from small skirmishes along the 
Senio River. 

North-east: of Alfonsine, on the 
Senio, about five miles south of the 
Comacchio Lagoon, a German 
patrol captured a house which was 
serving Allied troops as an outpost. 
The Germans were later driven off. 

In spite of the poor weather, 
strong forces of fighters and fighter- 
bombers on Monday attacked Po 
Valley communications, and medium 
bombers went for railway targets 
and troop concentrations.

On Luzon 


Americans have made a 
new landing on Luzon, in the 
Philippines, near Sanio Tomas, 
states a New York Reuter message, 
quoting Tokyo radio. 

Santo Tomas, on the east shore 
of the Lingayen Gulf—opposite the 
present main beachhead extension— 
is a station on the coastal railway 
about half-way between Dagupan 
and the terminus of the line at San 
Fernando. It is considerably nearer 
the Japanese mountain stronghold 
of Baguoi. 

Heavy fighting on the Americans’ 
east flank was reported last night 
from General MacArthur’s H.Q.— 
(Reuter.) 

The Associated Press reported 
later that American. patrols had 
reached Moncada, 10 miles south- 
east of Bayambang, and well on 
the road to Manila. Progréss was 
reported on all fronts.

Mr; Justice Davitt, whose pro- 
motion was forecast recently in the 
Irish Times, is the son of. the late 
Mr. Michael Davitt, who was 
prominent in the Irish land agitation 
of jp Age ago, and founder of the 
Land gue. He is 48 years of age 
and “was called to tr in 1916. 
He received his earlier education at 
the Christian Brothers’ Schools, 
North Richmond street, Dublin, and 
at the Presentation College, 
Glasthule, and pursued his law 


Dublin; and the King’s Inns. He 
served as a Judge of the old Dail 
Courts until they were withdrawn 
in 1922, and then entered the Army 
as Judge Advocate General with the 
rank of Colonel. 

He returned to his practice at the 
Bar in 1926 and became a temporary 
Circuit Judge. On the death of the 
late Judge Drumgoole in 1927 he 
Was appointed a permanent Circuit 
Court Judge. 

The new judge is well-known in 

sporting circles, and is a member 
of the Rugby Union. He has also 
a considerable reputation as a 
singer. He is married and has three 
sons and one daughter. His wife is 
daughter of Thomas Lynch, ot 
Ballyjamesduff, Co. Cavan. Apart 
from his activities as a practising 
lawyer, he was a member of the 
Judiciary Committee set up in 
1923-4 to advise the Executive 
Council in relation to the eStablish- 
ment of the Courts under the Free 
State Constitution. This Com- 
mittee, which was presided over by 
ihe iat Lord .Glenayy ¥ 
port which was the basis of ‘he 
Courts of Justice Act, 1924.

Opposition stiffened 
as the advance made ground. 

The Germans, who had almost 
three months to dig themselves in, 
had sown mines thickly in the area. 
Officers in charge of operations 
reported: “Things are going very 
well.” By mid-morning the bitter 
chill had gone out of the air, and 
a thaw had set in, giving the snow 
a brownish tinge, and the vehicles 
a better chance to move on the 


roads. 

During the last fortnight the 
Germans had been probing the 
British lines north of Sittard- and 
Geilenkirchen—notably at Gebroek, 
Vintelen, Kievelberg and Tripsrath. 
British troops north-west of Sittard 
launched a local attack three nights 
ago to capture Gebroek; setting the 
stage for yesterday’s attack. 

Sittard is a big road centre 18 
miles north-west of Aachen. 

Allied attacks against what 
remains of the Germans’ Ardennes 
salient were maintained yesterday.

"THE provision of a new high-level 

bridge over the Lagan, the im-

separate homes, envisages no large 
increase in the city’s population, but 
hopes rather for a decentralisation 
trend, to produce a more healthy 
balance between Belfast and the rest 
of the province.

The Government of the United
